One  of  the  aims  of  the  Benedictine  Order  is  to  uphold  the  family  spirit  in  the 
minds  of  men.  There  is  one  campus  organization  that  tries  to  help  spread  this 
idea  among  the  students  of  St.  Procopius,  that  is  the  Secular  Oblates  of  St. 
Benedict. 

The  object  of  this  organization  is  to  create  and  intensify  the  spirit  of  St.  Bene- 
dict's Holy  Rule  among  lay  people.

The  dramatic  ar+s  were  revived  at  St.  Procopius  after  V-J  Day.  But  the  PROCOPIAN

Since  then  the 
feminine  talent  has  been  recruited  most  successfully  from  the  Du  Page  County  Catholic 
Youth  Federation. 

The  PROCOPIAN  PLAYERS  feel  justly  proud  of  their  achievements,  dramatically 
and  otherwise,  of  the  past  five  years.  It  can  be  truthfully  said  that  they  have  won 
for  themselves  a  permanent  place  in  campus  activities  and  have  been  the  source  of 
an  untold  amount  of  good  publicity  for  the  school.  Their  leading  comic  actor — Tom 
Fitzmaurice — has  recently   embarked   on   a   professional   acting    career. 

This  season,  to  celebrate  their  fifth  anniversary,  the  Players,  in  cooperation  with 
the  music  department,  have  produced  the  first  musical  comedy  the  school  has  seen 
for  at  least  twenty-five  years.

A  recovered  blocked  kick,  a  line  plunge  and  a  64  yard 
end  sweep  by  tiny  Jim  Collins  accounted  for  the  Redmen's  three  touchdowns.  The 
final  score:  Procopius  19,  Wisconsin  Tech.  6. 

With  but  15  players  seeing  action,  the  improving  pigskinners  slugged  it  out 
with  the  single  wing  Mission  House  eleven  for  a  9  to  7  victory.  The  Cardinals  were 
in  hot  water  more  than  once  as  Mission  House  did  everything  but  set  up  tents  on 
the  Reds'  goal  line  but  a  magnificent  line  allowed  but  one  score  during  the  game.

The  second 
game  the  Academy  played  host  to  St.  Edwards  of  Elgin.  The  Green  Wave  took 
advantage  of  all  the  breaks  and  pushed  the  pigskin  over  the  chalk  line  twice  to 
win  13  to  0.  A  rousing  pep  talk  "boiled"  the  spirit  of  the  players  as  they  came 
from  behind  to  win  their  first  conference  game  1  8  to  7  from  St.  Mary's.  The  red 
hot  Redwings  ran  wild  through  the  thin  defensive  wall. 
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Chunky  fullback  and  Captain  Gene  Aeshliman  breaks  through  the  line  to  face 
the  whole  St.  Thomas  team  but  on  this  play  manages  to  pick  up  nine  yards.  The 
Redwings  came  out  on  top  and  won  by  1  8  to  13.

Unable  to  overcome 
their  jinks  to  win  the  even  games  the  Red  men  lost  the  sixth  and  final  game  1  2  to  6. 
This  heartbreaker  ended  the  season  with  a  3  and  3  record. 

The  3  and  3  record  may  not  be  impressive  but  green  players,  injuries,  and  a 
light  team  hampered  their  road  to  victory.  But  all  are  looking  forward  to  next  year 
since  there  are  numerous  lower  classmen  on  the  team.
